| The first direct British offensive 
action to aid Russia was revealed 
today.

A rmy To Build Four 


WASHINGTON, \(lP) — The 
army is planning the construc- 
tion of four “target battle- 
ships” costing $1,000,000 each to 
improve the marksmanship of 
four engined bombers operating 
in the sub-stratosphere, it was 


learned today. 

The ships will be designed to 
simulate a super-dreadnaught 
in action and will carry crews 
of 30 to 40 men, officials said. 
They will be 175 feet long and 
Will be able to cruise at sea for 
weeks at a time.

WASHINGTON — (UP) —Presi- 
|dent Roosevelt today intensified 
'this nation’s economic warfare 
|against the  Berlin-Rome-Tokyo 
| Axis by creating an “economic de- 
ense board’ headed by Vice Presi- 
dent Henry A. Wallace as chairman. 
| The president also acted to inte- 
| grate more closely into the adminis- 


) | tration current efforts by this govern- 


/ment to solidify the western hemis- 
phere. He created the office of co- 
ordinator of Inter-America affairs, 
selecting Nelson A. Rockfeller to 
head the new agency. 


The new economic defense board, 
which will serve as a board plan- 
ning “ministry” and which presum- 
ably will maintain contact with the 
British economic ministry, was 
created by executive orders. It will 
be essentially an advisory board 
but its recommendations will be 
translated into action by the vari- 
ous executive departments, the 
president himself, and the admin- 
istrator of export control. 


Besides Wallace, the board will 
consist of Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull, Secretary of Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., Secretary of

"ONE OF HITLER'S PICKED REGIMENTS 


IN BATTLE NEAR SMOLENSK 


MOSCOW, ‘(lP) — Russian troops 
have wiped out one of Adolf Hit- 
ler’s own regiments of picked body- 
guard troops, killing more than 2000 
officers and men and taking several 
hundred — nearly all — of the sur- 
vivors, a war communique said to- 
day. 

The victory was won on the bit- 
terly contested Smolensk sector of 
the Moscow front, where for two 
weeks the Germans had _ driven 
vainly into the Russian lines and 
where the Russians themselves were 
now counter-attacking heavily and, 
it was asserted. with great success. 

It was the “Great Germany” reg- 
iment formed by Hitler in 1940 of 
picked men of Berlin storm troop- 


party buildings, timt the Russians 
smashed, the communique said. The 
storm troopers had been formed in- 
to°a motorized regiment. 

The Russian troops, drawn from 
the 60 races which make up the 
Soviet union, won their victory over 
a unit of Hitler’s ideal “Aryans,” se- 
lected as typical German Nordics 
racially undefiled by admixture 
with “inferior” blood. Each man 
was required to be politically as well 
as racially pure, and to be of a 
standard height. 

In their victory, the communique 
said, the Russians captured 11 field 
guns, 14 anti-tank guns, 12 heavy 
machine guns, 30 sub-machine guns, 
many trucks and quantities of am- 


ers who had been guarding the mcst munition, the communique assert-

Ambassador Joseph Clark Grew to- 
day for the bombing of the United 
States Gunboat Tutuila. Te told 
him that new and urgent orders had 
been issued to all Japanese forces 
to do their utmost to avoid damag- 
ing American property. 

In token of the seriousness with 
which it viewed the bombing. of the 
little American gunboat by Japan- 
ese navy planes in a raid on Chung- 
king, the Chinese capital, yesterday, 
the Japanese government clamped 
down a blanket ban on messages 
regarding the incident for many 
hours. 

It was not until 12:30 p. m. today, 
after Ambassador Grew had pro- 
tested vigorously to the foreign of- 
fice three times, that the ban was 
lifted and American correspondents 
were permitted to send messages re- 
garding the bombing. 

A telephone call between the 
United Press Tokyo and New York 
bureaus was arranged by the Jap- 
anese Foreign office at the request 
of the American embassy, but only 
on the understanding that no con- 
troversial news would be _ trans- 
mitted. 

In addition to protesting the news 
ban, Ambassador Grew cabled to 
the state department at Washing- 
ton reporting it and asking it to 
issue a statement there to insure 
distribution free of any censorship.
